AVISE VEUY CROWDED 


Owing to Trial of Alleged Assailants 


of O'NeiL 


One would think that another parade 


was about to leave the police station, 
udging from the great crowd that surged 
about all the doors of the Market street 
ntilding in the endeavor to- gain entrance 
o the court room. Long before the open- 
ng the interior of the room was packed 
o its standing capacity and the doors 
vere locked. Yet still the crowd gather- 
id, men and women alike in the crowd, 
iome one went to open the gallery and 
ound the door nailed up. The court or- 
ered that it be opened and that all pres- 
nt must bo seated or get out, and then 
vas a great rush to the gallery which was 
hen opened. 


The women's portion was packed, some 
f them sitting on the steps leading to 
Officer Tuttle's desk.. 


Then the dock was filled to overflowing 


vith offenders while some four or five wo- 
men occupied seats in front of it. 


Shortly after 10 o'clock, John O'iSfeil 


came in wearing covered glasses and his 
appearance created.somewhat of a stir. 


After a struggle nine first offenders v/ere 


ished out of the pile and were released. 
They represented Fall .River, Providence 
and Lowell. 


Owing to the crush of prisoners as fast 


as the offenders had beeu heard, they 
were sent down stairs. 


There were about 41) drunks in all, 11 


ivere Sunday drunks and were assessed 
S3 each.

As THE SUN has said repeatedly the

.ncite to riot, complaint should be made 
against him and steps taken to have him 
stop. . Not only do the men who assault 
ilm get into trouble themselves bxit they 
embitter feeling on both sides that may 
end in more serious trouble.
